On  behalf  of  theMissouri  GarringComrrission,  it  is  rry  pleasure  to  present  the  annual  report  for 
FY  2001.  This  report  is  submitted  to  comply  with  Section  313.837,  RSMo. 

T  he  annual  report  contai  ns  an  account  of  the  Comrri  ssi  on's  acti  vi  ti  es  over  the  past  year  i  ncl  udi  ng 
asummaryof  thestdiusof  each  licensed  gaming  facility;  a  report  of  gaming  tax  and  admission  fee  col  lec- 
tions; an  analysis  of  the  gaming  markets  in  Missouri;  an  account  of  theactivitiesof  each  component  of  the 
Commission's  strff;  a  report  on  the  stSus  of  gaming  industry  sfhrrrEtive  action  programs;  and  an  update 
on  the  Comrri  ssi  on's  programs  for  probi  em  gamblers  and  their  farri  lies 

The  annual  report  also  contai  re  a  section  fulfil  ling  the  Corrrri  ssi  on's  statutory  nnandate  to  report 
to  you  on  the  ^ect  of  the  loss  lirrit  on  the  corrpdtitiveness  of  Missouri  riverboat  casinos  versus  gaming 
facilitiesin  nei^boringjurisdictions  Onceagain,  you  will  see  that  the  data  clearly  shows  that  the  loss  lirrit 
renders  Missouri  riverboat  casinos  less  competitive  Inli^itof  thefactthat  this  data  has  changed  littieover 
the  past  six  years,  we  request  that  you  consider  repealing  this  reporting  requirement,  asitisnowbecorring 
an  annual  redundancy 

I  n  Decennber  2000,  the  Comrri  ssi  on  wasableto  put  an  end  to  its  lengthy  and  very  public  inquiry 
into  Station  Casinos'  activities  in  Missouri,  parti  cularly  the  all  egad  onsregardingtheirunla/vful  contacts  with 
theinitial  chairman  of  theCorrrrission.TheCormnissionenteredintoasStiennentagreennent  with  Station 
resolving  all  pending  disciplinary  corrplaints  against  its  Missouri  operations  As  a  part  of  the  s^ement. 
Station  agreed  to  p^a$l  m'llion  penalty  and  WDuld  sell  itsassds  in  Missouri,  which  cost  more  than  $600 
million  to  build,  for  $475  rrillion.  On  Decennber  19,  2000,  the  Comrrission  licensed  Ameristar  Casinos  as 
the  ne/v  owner  of  the  properties 

The  annual  report  includes  a  number  of  recommendations  for  legslation  which,  in  the  Comrris- 
sion's  \Aej\i  wauld  make  the  nation's  most  stringent  gambling  lai/v  e/en  more  dTective  The  recommenda- 
tions include  ne/v  penalties  for  &c  parte  corrmuni cations  and  tourer  dihical  standards  for  Corrrrission 
merrbers  industry  representatives  and  those  who  seek  to  influence  the  Commission.  These  provisions  will 
further  augment  provisions  that  require  official  acts  of  the  Comrrission  and  the  debates  associated  with 
therrv  to  be  conducted  in  public  and  open  to  the  full  scrutiny  of  thecitizens  to  whom  weare  responsible 

I  n  addition,  the  recommendations  v\ould  grant  the  Corrrrission  more  specific  subpoena  power 
and  would  penalize  garring  licensees  who  refuse  to  subrrit  information  requested  by  the  Commission  in 
thie  course  of  its  regulatory  oversi^t.  Finally  the  Comrrission  recommends  ne/v  language  to  the  statute 
further  clarifying  thatagarringlicenseisaprivilege  and  no  property  rights  attach. 

A  significant  portion  of  the  Commission's  time  and  resources  during  the  last  year  ha/e  been 
de/oted  to  i  nvesti  gati  ng  i  ssues  rel  ated  to  the  proposed  caa  no  proj  ect  i  n  J  eff erson  County  I  n  J  ul  y  2000,  the 
Corrrrission  concluded  an  IS-month  ra/ie/v  of  thieSt.  Louis  mSropolitan  area  market.  During  this  re/ie/v 
the  Corrrrission  heard  testimony  from  any  interested  party  wishing  to  ©<press  an  opinion  on  whdher  or 
not  there  should  be  another  casino  in  the  St.  Louisare^  and  where  it  should,  or  should  not,  belocated.

After  the  Comrrission  selected  the  Isle  of  Capri  project  In  Jefferson  County,  a  group  representing  thie 
village  of  Kirmna/vick  emerged  as  a  visible  opponent  of  the  project.  Before  the  selection  and  throu^Tout  the 
IS- month  ra/ie/v  process>  this  g"oup  was  noticeably  absent  from  the  debate  when  compared  to  other  groups  who 
either  supported  or  opposed  any  one  of  sa/eral  proposed  casi  no  sites 

TheKirmnswicksupportersteamed  with  somesupportersof  unsuccessful  applicants  to  make  a  number  of 
al  I  egsti  ons  regard  ng  the  Comrri  ssi  on's  sel  ecti  on  process  To  address  these  charges  the  Comrri  ssi  on  asked  i  ndepen- 
dent  third  parties  to  r»/ie/vtheselection  process  Fortunately  Attorn^General  J^N  ixon  responded  by  appointing 
Special  Assistant  Attorn^  General  Larry  Haleand  directed  himto  conduct  athorou^  investigation  into  the  selec- 
tion process  T  he  H  al  e  Report  found  the  process  to  bef  ai  r  and  f  reef  rom  pol  iti  cal  i  nfluence  1 1  found  no  wrongdoi  ng 
on  the  part  of  the  Comrrission. 

The  group  also  raised  allegations  questioning  statements  made  by  Isle  of  Capri  during  the  sel  ecti  on  process 
and  about  the  viability  of  the  proposed  site  An  investigazive  team  composed  of  three  merrbers  of  theMissouri 
State  Highw^  patrol's  gaming  division  and  one  financial  investigator  ha/e  spent  more  than  1,900  hours  during  the 
past  year  ra/ie/vinga/idenceand  intervie/\/ing  witnesses  Atthetimeof  this  writing  the  investigation  is  nearing  its 
conclusion.  When  you  read  this  report,  the  Commission  will  ha/e  taken  some  action  based  upon  the  investigative 
report. 

I  n  December  2000,  C.E.  "Mel"  Fisher  retired  as  the  Comrri  ssi  on's  Executive  Director  Mel  had  been  with 
the  Commission  since  its  inception  in  1993.  \Afe  on  the  Commission  wish  him  well.  Mel  was  preceded  by  Tom 
I  rwin,  our  first  Executive  Director,  and  follov\ed  by  Ke/in  Mullally  our  current  Executive  Director.  Tomand  Ka/in 
were  also  orignals  with  theCorrrrission.  \Afe  offer  our  sincere  thanks  to  these  three  gentlemen.  Their  leadership, 
insist  and  tough  but  fair  enforcement  was  and  is  a  big  factor  in  the  e<cellent  reputation  this  Commission  enjoys 
\Afe  are  also  fortunate  to  ha/eoneof  thevery  best,  if  notthebest,  st^  and  support  personnel  in  state  government. 
Last  but  not  least,  we  recognizetheHighw^  patrol  personnel  attached  to  theCorrrrission  as  outstanding  men  and 
WDmen  doing,  asalw^s^  an  eKcellent  job.  My  personal  thanks  to  each  of  the  Executive  Directors  st^,  personnel 
and  the  Patrol  for  a  job  well  done

Fiscal  yea"  2001  sa/v  the  retirement  of  the  st^'s  leader  who  was  also  oneof  theCorrmission's 
first  employees  On  December  21,  2000,  C.E .  "Mel"  Fisher  announced  that  he \/\as  retiring  ^er  over 
ei^tyearsof  service  to  the  Commissi  on.  Mel  was  a  ddlning  force  in  the  formative  years  of  theCom 
mission,  serving  as  its  Deputy  Director  of  Enforcement  from  Septerrber  1993  to  November  1997. 
Mel's  national  reputation  in  I  a/v  enforcement,  built  during  his  tenure  as  superintendent  of  the  Missouri 
State  Hi^w^Pati"ol,  was  critical  to  establishing  a  strict  regulatory  environment.

H  is  unflappabi  e  styl  e  and  no-nonsense  demeanor  were  wel  I  suited  to  deal  i  ng  with 
issues  such  as  "boa:  in  a  moat"  and  the  Station  Casinos  investigazi on.

Ouincy  I  llinois;  and  Keokuk  and  Fort  Madison,  I  owa  Thus»  the  primary  markets  dra/v  hea/ily  from 
I  llinois  and  I  owa  The  capital  cost  of  the  facility  is  approximately  $18  million  and  employs  about  300 
people 

One  of  the  hallmarks  of  the  Corrrrisaon  st^  over  the  years  has  been  its  dedication  to 
strai^tforward  analysis  of  the  facts  in  presenting  recommendations  to  the  Commission.  Thus  it  was 
gratifying  to  read  the  report  by  Special  Assistant  Attorn^  General  Larry  D.  Halethat  refuted  allega- 
tions that  the  Commission  and  its  stdf  acted  irrproperly  in  its  selection  of  Isle  of  Capri-J efferson 
County  Among  other  thi  ngs  the  H  al  e  Report  found  that: 

•  The  selection  process  is  not  politically  controlled.  I  ndeed,  it  appears  that  thie  Connmission's 
decision  was  contrary  to  the  wei^it  of  political  support,  which  was  soundly  in  fa/or  of  the 
Lem^  project.  (H  ale  Report,  pages  6  and  10). 

•  H  alef  ound  no  a/idence  of  rrisconduct  on  the  part  of  thie  G  arming  Commission  or  its  st^  in 
connection  with  the  selection  of  I OC-J  C.  (HaleReport,  page  9). 

•  TheCornrrission  based  its  actions  upon  thest^'s  analysis  and  not  upon  any  fa/oritism  (Hale 
Report,  page  9). 

•  Whetiner  the  applicant  mi  sled  the  Commissi  on  or  itsst^  onthestatusof  the  perrrits  and  site 
access  isfor  theConnmission  to  determine  when  making  its  suitability  finding  prior  to  licens- 
ing (HaleReport,  page  11).

I  ntroduction 

Section  313.837,  RSMo,  requires  the  Corrrrission  to  report  annually  to  the  General  Assembly 
"the  status  of  the  conrpdiitiveness  of  Missouri  ©<cursion  garrbling  iDoats  when  corrpared  to  the 
gaming  tax  rate  of  adjoining  states  and  the  effects  of  the  loss  limits  imposed  by  subdivision  (3)  of 
Section  313.805,  RSMo,  on  the  corrpetitiveness  of  thiegarring  industry  in  Missouri."  Thie Corrrris- 
sion issued  its  first  comprehensive  report  on  this  issue  to  you  in  1996.^  The  report  informed  yDU  that 
thie  loss  lirrit  made  Missouri  riverboat  casinos  less  asractiveto  patrons  and  had  the  ^ect  of  driving 
Missouri  residents  to  garring  facilities  in  nd^boring  jurisdictions  It  resulted  in  fe/ver  customers  and 
lower  razes  of  customer  spending 

For  five  consecutive  years  the  supporti  ng  data  has  not  changed.  M  eanwhi \e,  each  ^^ar  when 
thie  Commission  issues  its  report,  some  chastise  the  Commission  by  erroneously  clairring  it  is  seeking 
repeal  of  the  loss  lirrit.  The  Commission  faces  this  criticism  e/en  thou^  each  report  clearly  states 
that  it  is  fulfil  ling  its  statutory  obi  iga:i  on  to  report  to  you  on  thedfect  of  the  loss  lirrit  on  competitive- 
ness 

As  the  foil  owing  analysis  indicates  once  again  the  data  shows  that  the  loss  lirrit  renders  Mis- 
souri riverboat casinoslesscompdtitivethantheirnei^borswithoutlosslinnits  Thisfinding should  be 
neither  surprising  nor  controversial.  Thus  it  appears  clear  the  time  has  come  to  repeal  the  requirement 
to  report  on  thi  s  subj  ect  i  n  future  annual  reports  T  he  Corrrri  ssi  on  asks  that  you  consi  der  such  I  eg  si  a- 
tion.  ItwDuld  bemorehelpful  to  request  a  study  to  d^errri  ne  whdher  the  loss  lirrit  has  any  df  ect  on

Missouri  I  a/virrposes  an  18%  t»<  on  the  adjusted  gross 
receipts  (AGR)  of  riverboat  garring  operators^  In  addition,  alocal  ta<of  2%on  AGR  iscollected  by 
the  state  and  distri  buted  to  each  home  dock  city  or  county^ 

The  statute  al  so  i  mposes  an  adrri  ssi  on  fee  on  the  operators  of  ©<cursi  on  gambI  i  ng  boats  i  n  the 
amount  of  two  dol  I  ars  ($2)  per  patron,  per  ©<cursi  on,  whi  ch  i  s  spl  it  between  the  home  dock  corrrrunity 
and  the  state"*  Furthermore  pursuant  to  section  313.824,  RSMo,  excursion  gambling  boat  operators 
are  charged  for  the  cost  of  garring  agents  who  are  assigned  to  theriverboa:  with  the  responsibility  of 
protecting  the  public.  Whilethe  cost  of  Corrrrission  agents  varies  with  each  operation,  the  a/erage 
annual  cost  is  approximately  $650,C)CX)  per  garring  facility

States  that  ha/e  legalized  garring  ha/e  d^sed  a  varldy  of  different  tsixES,  fees  and  assessments  that 
apply  to  casino  operators  I  n  addition,  varying  regulatory  policies  ha/e  a  significant  irrpact  on  the  annount  of 
r»/enue  a  casino  generates  I  n  order  to  compare  the  effects  of  such  policy  decisions  industry  analysts  and 
those  who  research  public  policy  issues  related  to  gaming  ha/ede/ised  a  simple  formula  to  compare  the  public 
costs  paid  by  garring  operators  in  various  states  Commonly  referred  to  as  the  "effective  tax  rate"  thefornrula 
is  simply  the  total  of  all  garringt»<es  fees  and  assessments  as  a  percentage  of  gross  re/enue^ 

The  effective  tax  rate  is  a  helpful  tool  on  at  least  tuwa  l»/els  First,  it  consolidates  into  one  nunnber 
all  garring  taxes  fees  and  assessments  that  casino  operazors  are  required  to  p^.  These©<penses  are  typically 
separated  in  public  report  tables  and  it  becomes  difficult  to  »/aluate  the  total  costs  being  paid  byacasino  opera- 
tor in  order  to  maintain  the  privilege  of  being  licensed.  In  addition,  assessments  against  a  licenseef  or  various 
regul  atory  acti viti  es  are  often  not  rdlected  i  n  the  re/enue  reports  that  are  di  stri  buted  by  the  states^  H  owa/er, 
these  costs  can  be  significant  and  rrust  be  considered  in  e/alua:ing  the  effect  of  taxes  and  regulations  on  the 
econorric  impact  of  garring 

The  effective  tax  ra:e  is  instructive  in  conrparing  the  impact  of  varying  sta:e  regulatory  schemes  on 
garring  r»/enues  When  regulations  11  rrit  the  amount  of  ra/enue  that  a  garring  facility  can  generate  it  will  be 
rdlected  in  the  effective  ta<  rate  Naturally  there  are  some  instances  such  as  the  $500  loss  11  rrit  in  Missouri  or 
the  bdtting  lirrits  in  Colorado  or  South  Dakota  where  the  policy  objective  is  intended  to  reduce  ra/enue  I  n 
such  cases  the  ^ectivet»<  ra:e  is  a  useful  tool  in  analyzing  the  cost  of  those  policy  objectives 

The  effective  tsiK  rate  is  also  a  good  indicator  for  a/aluating  many  ramifications  of  tax  policy  For 
Instance  a  good  case  can  be  made  that  graduated  tax.  razes  on  gross  casi  no  re/enue  act  as  a  deterrent  to  capital 
investment.  When  a  company  decides  to  comrrit  additional  capital  to  a  casino  property,  it  naturally  ©<pect5  to 
generate  additional  ra/enue  to  earn  a  reasonable  return  on  its  investment.  HowB/er,  if  tax  razes  are  graduated 
up,  the  casino  company  must  consider  the  fact  that  any  ne/v  injection  of  capital  must  generate  substantially 
hi^Ter  returns  than  ©dsting  capital  in  order  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  hi^ner  tax  ra:e  The  hi^er  taxes  will 
be  rdlected  i  n  the  company's  effective  tax  rate  Whi  I  e  other  markd:  forces  such  as  the  qual  ity  of  the  opera- 
tion, access  to  the  property  and  dennog"aphics  must  be  considered,  the  effective  tax  rate  provides  a  good  base 
comparison  of  state  regulatory  schemes 

The  Competitiveness  oF  the  Missoui  Tax  Rate 

The  Comrrissi on  has  opined  that,  as  a  result  of  thie  1998  I  Mi nois  tax  increase  Missouri's  garring  tax 
rateon  AGR  is  more  conducive  to  capital  investment  than  Illinois'  highly  graduated  tax  s^em^  This  theory 
seems  to  be  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  the  effective  tax  rate  for  I II  inois  operators  remained  virtually  unchanged 
at  30.9%  despite  considerably  lower  admission  fees  Overall,  the  strong  AGR  growth  in  I  llinois  resulted  in  the 
casi nosp^ng  garring  tax  at  the  hi ^Ter  rate

Illinois'  adnrissi  on  fees  are  lower  when  connpared  to  1999becausewhenthelllinoislegsiature 
authorized  dockside  garring  and  permitted  continuious  boarding  it  did  not  irrpose  st^-over  adrris- 
si  on  fees  Pursuant  to  state  statute  1^  i  ssouri  operators  are  assessed  a  $2  adrri  ssi  on  fee  for  each  patron 
attending  each  gambling  ©<cursion.^  Thel  llinoisla/v  requires  operators  to  p^onlyone$2  adrrission 
fee  for  each  patron  entering  the  casino. 

Furthermore  unlike  Missouri,  Illinois  does  not  charge  for  the  cost  of  enforcement  agents 
assigned  to  garring  facilities  to  protect  the  public  I  n  FY  2001,  Missouri  casino  operators  were  assessed 
$5,853,000  to  p^  for  the  cost  of  Comrri  ssi  on  agents  assi  gned  to  garri  ng  boats  to  protect  the  publ  i  c. 

T  here  ha/e  been  no  changes  to  the  I  owa  tax  rate  si  nee  the  fi  rst  M  i  ssouri  garri  ng  f  aci  I  i  ti  es  were 
I  icensed  i  n  1994.  Because  its  graduazed  rate  tops  out  at  20%,  I  owa  has  a  lower  t»<  on  AG  R  than  M  is- 
souri.  Inaddition,  I  owa's  adrri  ssi  on  fee  is  sS  by  the  Corrrri  ssi  on  and  designed  only  to  cover  the  cost 
of  regulation  and  provide  some  local  ra/enue  Ther^ore  I  owa  garring  facilities  p^  an  a/erage  of 
$1.70  less  per  admission  than  their  Missouri  competitors

The  Missouri  tsK  rAe  is  currently  one  of  the  hi^est  in  the  garring  industry  Howa/er,  its  structure 
has  some  inherent  advantages  over  I  llinois  and  the  lower  tax  rate  in  I  owa  does  not  appear  to  be  dfecting  the 
corrp^  ti  veness  of  the  M  i  ssouri  operators  Certai  nl  y  over  the  I  ong  term  the  fact  that  K  ansas  I  ndi  an  casi  nos 
p^not»<will  ha/e  an  irrpact  on  western  Missouri  operazors  Finally  because  Mi  ssouri  has  chosen  the  g"adual 
approach  to  licensure  by  waiting  to  introducene/v  garring  capacity  into  a  market  until  there  is  some  indication 
that  it  can  be  absorbed,  the  tax  razehas  been  ^ectively  managed  by  theMissouri  casino  licensees^ 

Effect  oF  ttieLass  Limit  on  Competitiveness 

Missouri  operators  continue  to  beat  a  comp^tive  disadvantage  when  compared  with  gaming  opera- 
tors in  nei^boring  stazes  with  no  loss  limits  The  disadvantage  continues  despite  ©<pansion  efforts  and  ne/v 
property  da/el  opments,  which  ha/e  produced  facilities  that  are  larger,  providesuperiorcorrfortand  morenon- 
garri  ng  ameniti  es  than  thei  r  competitors  i  n  other  states  For  the  fifth  consecutive  year,  the  data  cl  early  shows 
that  the  I  OSS  limit  reduced  customer  counts  and  gamingra/enue  The  inconvenience  of  the  loss  limit  results  in 
the©<portof  Missouri  gaming  customers  to  other  states  and  the  loss  of  potential  gaming  re/enue  from  local 
gamers  and  tourists 

This  proposition  is  supported  not  only  by  the  chart  on  page  14,  but  also  by  the  fact  that  I  llinois  riv- 
erboats  are  capturing  a  larger  market  share  than  that  statdis  population  base  represents  Missouri  residents 
account  for  77%  of  the  St.  Louis  metropolitan  area  population  base^"  Howa/er,  Missouri  casinos  in  the  St. 
L oui s  metropol  i tan  area  capture  only  62%  of  the  garri  ng  ra/enue  market.  This  equates  to  an  i  nequi ty  of  $106 
million  in  relation  to  gaming  ra/enueand  $32  rrillion  in  state  and  local  taxes  per  year. 

The  Commission  has  spent  thousands  of  hours  working  to  improve  enforcement  of  the  loss  limit. 
TheComrrission  hasand  will  continue  to  vigorously  enforce  the  loss  limit.  In  the  past  year,  the  Commission 
has  fined  casinos  $660,000  for  loss  limit  violations  PI  ease  note  that  the  above  findings  are  intended  to  satisfy 
the  Commission's  statutory  mandate  to  report  annually  to  the  General  Assembly  on  the  effects  of  thelosslinrit 
on  thecompetitiveness  of  thegaming  industry  in  Missouri.  The  enactment  of  any  changes  in  poll  eyas  a  result 
of  these  findings  are  obviously  the  purvia/v  of  the  General  Asserrbly  and  the  Governor.

A  g-est  deal  of  enforcement's  a/ail  able  resources  v\as 
committed  to  tine  investigdzions  into  tine  suitability  for  licensure  of  a  casino  in  LaGrange  Jefferson  County, 
and  Boonville  Considerable  emphasis  was  also  placed  on  tine  adoption  of  a  ne/v  surveillance  regulation,  auto- 
mS:ed  licensing,  da/el  opment  of  a  training  curriculum  improving  tine  charitable  games  disci  pi  ineprocesSk  tine 
conversion  to  ne/v  Minimum  I  nternal  Control/ 1  nternal  Controls  and  investigation  into  illegal  garring  de/ices 
in  licensed  bingo  facilities  Enforcement  was  also  hea/ily  involved  in  tine  various  investigations  processes  and 
e/aluations  attendant  to  tine  conversion  of  the  Station  properties  to  Ameristar  properties  in  St.  Charies  and 
K  ansas  City  The  enforcement  section  conti  nues  to  work  closely  witin  tine  sta:e  auditor,  I  nternal  Re/enue  Ser- 
vice and  various  otiner  regulatory  agencies  to  accomplish  its  mission.  Finally  the  enforcement  section  has 
adopted  a  ne/v  regulatory  strategy  that  marries  a  strong  and  visible  enforcement  presence  with  tine  conv^ 
anceof  cleariy  ddlned,  and  well  documented,  regulatory©<pectations  to  the  gaming  industry  in  Missouri.  Fol-

Audt- The  audit  st^  performs  independent  audits  re/ie/\K  and  investigations  to  identify  and  report 
noncompliance  witin  la/vs  policies  and  procedures  Th^also  recommend  corrective  actions  to  internal  control 
procedures  The  audit  strff  complies  witin  the  Standards  for  the  Professional  Practice  of  I  nternal  Auditing 
and  Government  Audit  Standards  All  audits  are  conducted  in  accordance  witin  the  Standards  for  Professional 
Practices  of  Internal  Auditing 

During  FY  2001,  the  audit  st^  prepared  32  audit  reports  rdlecting  tine  results  of  audits  of  casino 
operations  A  comprehensive  audit  manual  was  de/eloped  which  details  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  tine 
audit  st^.  This  manual  provides  guidance  regarding  adherence  to  professional  standards  audit  planning  tine 
audit  process  v\ork  paper  creation  and  organization,  work  paper  re/ie/v  and  quality  control.  The  manual 
became  d¥ectivej  uly,  1,  2001. 


Licensing  -  The  licensing  st^  coordin^es  and  innplanents  the  licensing  of  ©<cursi on  gam- 
bling boSs  (Class  A),  issuance  of  Class  A  liquor  I icenses^  licensing  of  suppliers  of  garrbling  games> 
and  administers  Li  cense  2001,  a  ne/v  state/vide  licensing  prog"am  containing  ll,484La/el  I  and  La/el 
1 1  occupdzional  licensees  License  2001  has  provided  the  Cormrission  with  an  improved  rrfithod  to 
license  and  track  all  occupational  licenses  as  well  as  generate  a  monthly  invoice  for  fees  associated 
with  applicazions  licenses  issued,  dupl icate I i censes  and  rene/vals for  Le/el  I  and  La/el  1 1  Occupational 
Licenses  During  2001,  over  3,600  occupational  licenses  were  issued  statewide  and  6,580  occupational 
I  i  censes  were  renewed. 

Training  -  The  ne/v  classroom  and  training  facility  officially  opened  this  year.  The  first  year 
trai  ni  ng  curri  cul  um  addressed  the  pressi  ng  need  for  a  formal  i  zed  basi  c  garri  ng  school  for  Comrri  ssi  on 
auditors  and  H  i^w^  Pati"ol  Officers  assigned  to  enforcement  duties  on  the  licensed  gambling  facili- 
ties Emphasis  is  placed  on  standardization  of  enforcement  and  regulatory  activities  across  the  state  A 
notable  benchmark  for  Corrrri  ssi  on  auditors  and  enforcement  personnel  was  reached  with  theinclu- 
sion  of  a  Games  Protection  School,  conducted  by  an  international  games  consultant.  A  total  of  sa/en 
different  courses  were  conducted  with  128  students  attending  over  200  hours  of  classroom  instruc- 
tion in  FY  2001.  Other  courses  included,  but  were  not  limited  to,  credit  card  fraud  and  advanced  table 
games  protection.

This  allowed  for  wagering  on  the  outcome  of 
horse  races  i  n  whi  ch  those  who  wager  purchase  ti  ckets  of  vari  ous  denorri  nati  ons  on  a  horse  or  horses 
in  one  or  more  races  To  this  da:eno  track  has  been  established  in  the  state  The  Garri  ng  Commission 
assumed  the  responsibility  for  governing  pari-rrutuel  horse  racing  from  the  Missouri  Horse  Racing 
Commission  in  1997.

TheCorrmission  has  been  vi giant  in  ensuring  riverboatSk  bingo  organizSions  suppliers  and  individual 
licensees  abide  by  all  la/vsand  rules  of  theConrrrission.  Disciplinary  actions  ha/e  been  taken  against  licensees 
when  violations  of  Comrrission  rules  and  other  la/vs  haje  been  found.  The  legal  section  is  responsible  for 
dr^ng  proposed  disciplines  against  these  licensees 

I  n  the  ZOOCy  2001  fiscal  year,  14  disciplines  were  imposed  on  ClassA  ©<cursi  on  gambling  boat  licens- 
ees These  included  fines  rangng  from  $5,000  to  $250,000  for  violations  including  underage  patrons  audit 
violations  and  illegal  political  contributions 

TheCorrmission  is  pleased  to  report  that  no  Le/el  I  licensees  weredisciplined.  Le/el  I  licensees  hold 
gaming  licenses  for  positions  and  occupational  positions  including  managers  controllers  and  any  other 
persons  who  conduct  an  occupation  within  a  riverboat  garring  operation  that  are  directed  by  theConrrrission 
tofileaLe/el  I  application. 

T  he  Corrrri  ssi  on  di  d,  howa/er,  take  disci  pi  i  nary  action  and  irrpose  sanctions  against  84  La/el  II  licens- 
ees for  violations  of  Commission  la/vs  and  regulations  Le/el  1 1  licensees  hold  gaming  licensees  for  occupa- 
tional positions  such  as  dealers  slot  machinetechnicians,  cockbail  servers  to  nameafe/v  Of  the  84  disciplinary 
actions  taken  against  La/el  1 1  licensees  33  resulted  in  licensera/ocations  6  resulted  in  license  suspensions  and 
45  temporary  Le/d  1 1  license  holders  were  ultimately  denied  permanent  licensure 


Discipline  irrposed  in  tine  bingo  section  Inas  ranged  frx)nn  written  reprinnands,  to  license  sus- 
pensions; and  in  afe/vrarecasest  license  ra/ocSi on.  I  n  the  past  year,  sa/en  bingo  organizdzion  licenses 
were  suspended  ^er  the  discovery  of  illegal  gambling  de/ices  in  bingo  halls  One  bingo  organization 
was  denied  itslicenserene/val. 

Fiscal  year  2001  also  sa/vthecorrpldtion  of  an  investigation  into  Station  Casinos'  activities  in 
Missouri,  including  alleged  unla/vful  contacts  with  the  initial  chairrranof  theComrrission.  TheCom- 
rrission  entered  into  as^ement  a^eement  with  Station  resolving  all  pending  disci  pi  i  nary  corrplaints 
against  its  Missouri  operations  As  a  part  of  the  s^ement.  Station  a^eed  to  p^  a  $1  rrillion  penalty 
and  wauld  sell  its  assds  in  Missouri,  which  cost  more  than  $600  rrillion  to  build,  for  $475  million  to 
Ameristar  Casinos 

Another  responsibility  of  the  legal  section  is  to  ensure  the  Commission's  compliance  with 
the  Sunshine  La/v  As  part  of  tha:  responsibility  the  legal  section  re/ie/vs  and  responds  to  document 
requests  under  the  Sunshine  Lai/v  During  FY  2001,  theCityof  Kimmswick,  Helujon,  LTD,  and  Luci- 
anna  Ross  filed  suit  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Cole  County  against  the  Missouri  Garring  Comrrission. 
Theysou^Tt  access  to  a  Commission  investigative  record  dealing  with  the  Commission's  investigation 
of  Isleof  Capri  -  J  dTerson  County  I  nc.  The  suit  was  resolved  in  the  Commission's  fa/or  on  July  10, 
2001,  when  the  court  held  theComrrission  "by  virtue  of  Section  313.847.1  RSMo,  has  been  gven  the 
discretion  to  close  investigatory  records  in  its  possession."  The  court  further  held  that  the  Comrris- 
sion had  a  corrpelling  justification  and  did  not  abuse  its  discretion  when  it  decided  that  the  requested 
investigative  records  were  closed.  The  Corrmission  receives  many  open  records  requests  and  we  are 
cormitted  to  rel  easi  ng  al  I  records  except  those  protected  from  di  scl  osure  by  I  ai/v,  whi  ch  are  consi  dered

9:a:e/videgarring  re/enue  surpassed  the  one  billion  dollar  mark  in  FY  2001,  topp'ng  out  at  $1,049  m'l- 
lion,  a  7%  increase  over  the  prior  fiscal  year.  The  increase  came  despite  a  9%  drop  in  patron  volume  thanks  to 
an  18%  incressein  Win  Per  Patron  (WPP).  WPP  is  the  amount  the  casino  wins  on  a/erage  from  each  patron. 
Thededinein  patron  volume  generally  rdlects  the  maturing  of  theMissouri  markets  and  the  lack  of  ©<pan- 
aon.  The  increase  in  WPP  was  due  in  partto  vend-to-meter  legslation,  discussed  on  page 27,  ahi^ner  slot  hold 
percentage  and  ne/v  si  ot  product.  The  casi  nos  ha/e  become  adept  at  marketi  ng  to  thei  r  ©d sti  ng  customer  base 
yielding  more  business  from  each  customer. 

Since  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  one  ne/v  casino  has  opened  and  a  second  is  ©<pected  to  open  by 
the  end  of  the  calendar  year.  The  Mark  Twain  Casino  in  LaG  range  opened  for  businesson  July  25,  while  the 
Isleof  Capri  in  Boonvilleiswell  under  construction.  The  ne/v  casi  nos  will  provi  de  a  catalyst  for  some  g"owth;

This  legislation  ©<panded  the  ddlnition  of  token  to  include  electronic  credits  Thie  change  ga/e  the  casino 
pati-on  the  ability  to  receive  slot  machine  credits  by  inserting  paper  currency  into  slot  machines  equipped  with 
bill  validators  without  inserting  a  physical  token.Thebendlttothepati'on  is  that  th^  no  longer  ha/eto©<pend 
the  physical  dTortof  1  nserting  the  token  into  the  slot  machine  This  bendlt  is  real  when  yau  consider  it  can 
sa/e  the  pati-on  from  i  nserti  ng  as  many  as  two  thousand  tokens  on  one  transacti  on.^  T  he  bendlt  to  the  caa  no 
is  tha:  their  customers  no  longer  ©<pend  the  time  necessary  to  insert  the  physical  token  into  the  slot  machinesL 
The  data  suggests  the  more  convenient  procedure  results  in  higher  slot  volume  This  can  clearly  be  seen  by  the 
foil  owing  graph,  which  shows  the  dramatic  increase  in  slot  pl^  per  pati-on  duein  alargepartto  vend-to- rrfiter. 
Slot  pl^  per  pati-on  is  the  amount  of  mon^  a  pati-on  feeds  into  a  slot  machine  per  visit.  Thea/erageslot  pl^ 
per  pati-on  for  the  six  months  prior  to  vend-to-mdier  was  $573  whilethe  a/erageslot  pl^  per  patron  for  the 
last  six  months  of  the  fiscal  year  was  $679,  an  increaseof  19%.

G  arri  ng  Comrri  ssi  on  personnel  conducted  sa/en  bi  ngo  trai  ni  ng  serri  nars  duri  ng  FY  2001  throu^Tout 
the  sta:e  with  over  250  persons  i  n  attendance  These  serri  nars  resulted  i  n  a  nunnber  of  proposals  from  chari- 
table game  operators  which  were  subsequently  r»/ie/ved  by  Comm'ssion  st^  to  determine  compliance  with 
legal  mandates  and  overall  feasibility.  A  need  to  re/ise  sa/eral  rules  was  identified,  and  the  Commission  has 
al  ready  begun  to  address  these  i  ssues 

The  Commission  recently  approved  a  regulation  that  allows  charitable  game  operators  to  use  Elec- 
tronic Bingo  Card  Monitoring  Da/ices  without  printed  bingo  paper.  These  da/ices  ha/e  been  verified  by  an 
independent  testing  laboratory  to  ensure  that  bingo  t»<es  can  be  properly  reported  and  paid  by  suppliers  Cer-

A  ne/v  progressive  game  rule  became  effective  31,  2000,  which  permits  game  operators  to  run 
two  progressive  games  provided  game  operators  incrementally  increase  the  amount  of  the  prize  and  the  odds 
to  win.

Three  Primary  Sources: 


2%  AGR  Tax:  Allocated  to  support  police  patrols,  fire  marine  unit  supplies  and  conduct  public  safety 
related  capital  improvements  on  the  riverfront. 


Admission  Fee:  Allocated  to  the  City's  Capital  Fund.  These  funds  are  budgeted  each  year  for  items 
such  as  arterial  street  paving,  bridge  repair,  rolling  stock  replacement,  public  building 
improvements,  etc. 


Port  Authority  Lease  (2%  of  AGR):  In  addition  to  gaming  taxes,  this  revenue  is  in  the  form  of  a  lease  payment  paid  to  the 

Port  Authority.  These  funds  are  generally  appropriated  for  furthering  housing  and 
economic  development  efforts  of  the  St.  Louis  Development  Corporation  (SLDC).
